Agricultural development in Africa 
has been considerably impeded by 
the depredations of..the locusts, 
which have caused losses of approxi- 
mately $35,000,000. Investigations 
have now disclosed that each species 
of locust inhabits exclusively a defi-. 
nite zone of vegetation and that its 
migrations are governed by the sea- 
sons. Many of these breeding re- 
gions have now been located, The 
desert locust, for instance, is known 
to breed in the remote lands south 
of the Sahara and to migrate north - 
ward to the fertile Mediterranean 
— coast of Afriea.

As swarms gather preparatory to 
flight, if their migratory courses 
have been discovered as well as 
their breeding sources, it is then 
possible, recent experiments in Af. 
rica indicate, to destroy them with 
poison dust sprayed from airplanes. 
Locusts ‘make no effort, it has been 
shown, to avoid a @ioud of sodium 
arsenate dust blown across their 
line of flight. Nor does the passage 
of an airplane through or across 
their ranks deter them from the 
course. 

Most of the locusts passing 
through the sodium arsenate eventu- 
ally drop out of the swarm to their 
death, apparently because the in- 
halation of the dust brings on paral- 
ysis. The poison will remain fatal to 
a passing swarm for about three 
minutes. It must be discharged sev- 
eral times for large swarms and 
must be sprayed at a height of about 
100 feet to avoid damage to crops. 


Seek Effective Ways of a 


Fighting Coddling Moth 
Derris, a tropical plant contain- 
ing a poison known as rotenone, and 
pyrethrum, which contains the toxic 
substances used in most insect pow- 
ders and fly sprays, failed to control 
the coddling moth, which destroys 
large quantities of apples and pears, 
under the conditions of last year’s 
experiments. The Department of 
Agriculture is keeping up a search 
for new plants which may contain 
substances harmless to human be- 
ings, but deadly to insects. Infor- 
mation on such plants has been col- 
lected from many parts of the world. 
Tests last year with bait traps and 
light traps reduced the number of 
moths somewhat, but not to the point 
of lessening greatly the need for 
spraying. The orchard sanitation 
practices recommended by the de- 
partment and successfully demon- 
strated last. season are of value in 
| reducing the number of spray appll-| 
‘| cations. needed, Fewer sprays, espe- 
fee | cially late in the season, mean less 
residue to wash from the fruit.

Pressing Active Measures 
to Protect Members— 
Losses Cut 


Imprisonment or death of many 
desperate bank criminals the past 
year has brought no appreciable re- 
duction in attacks on banks, James 
E. Baum, in charge of the American 
Bankers Association Protective De- 


‘partment, has reported to his. or- 


ganization. . 

In the six months ended February 
28, 1935, he gays, banks were targets 
for 169 daylight holdups and 40 night 
butglaries. He added that although 
banks that are not members number 
only about half those enrolled in the 
association, they suffered a far great- 
er rate of attack, namely, 51 per cent 
of all the bank robberies. , 

- Losses Show Decrease 

During the period under report, 
bank burglars and bandits exacted 
tribute amounting to $943,561 com · 
pared with losses totaling $1,257,000 


‘a year ago, he said. This reduction in 


losses is attributed to the time-lock- 
ing ‘restrictions and other limita- 
tions in the exposure of surplus cash 
imposed last year by underwriters 
and bank supervisory authorities. 
The sharp reduction in the mate- 
rial loss of money and securities re- 
sulting from bank robbery this year 
was “overshadowed by the killing of 
2 bank employees, one bystander 


and 5. arresting officers,” and since | 


last August bank robbery also cost 
the lives of 15 criminals and caused 


physical injuries to 10 bank em-
